effectually, if possible, against the shuck of any 
"uch recurring 
calamity. 
There are many, 


however, still remaining of two stv.rie», which 
escaped the general min, and which beautify the 
city. 
The external aspect of all is plain, some- 


what injured by the common plaster work whicb 
cavers them, and ihe wanl of glass in the win 
dow». 
These latter are guarded by light >ron 


gratings in ihe beller houses, but many, having 
wo,,den bars, present ibe appearance of »o many 
prisons, 


Tbe houses are built after the Spanish fashion,

His excellency Don Joseph San Martin, Pro- 


lector of Peru, and the general of the Spanish 
national armies, and governor of the fortress of 
Callao, Don Joseph de la Mar, aoaioas to avoid 
the evils which 
a prolonged and 
useless de- 


fence of ibe pott ofCallao by the arms of Spain 
must cause, and agreeing to form a capitulation 
whieb may reconcile mutual interests and dn 
tlei, have named and authorized for tbi» par 
pose viz . H. E ibe Protector of Pero, on hit 
part, bis fitst field adjutant, colonel Thomas 
Guido, sub officer of the Legion of Merit of 
Chiü, and H E. the governor of Callao, on bis 
part, brigadier Don 
Manuel 
de Anedondu, 


knight of the order of Calatrava and St. Her 
meuegild, and Don Joset Ignacio Colmenare», 
captain of the national marine, who, after bay 
ing mutually admitted tbeir respective power» 
to act, have agreed a» fellows: 


I.—Tbc gatrison of Callao sball go out by 


the principal gate with all the honors of war, 
taking witb it two field pieces with iheir res- 
pective ammunition, colours flying and drums 
beating. 


2 
The Protector of Pera shall allow the ve- 


teran troops of tbe garrison of Callao, who vo- 
luntarily desire 
to transport 
themselves to 


one of tbe intermediate harbors, a free passport 
to unite themselves to tbe army at Arequipa, 
but not any other point.

cordia, of tbe same garrison, may join their la-

do within four months. 


3.—Tl.e generals, chief», officers, and others, 


employed in the Spanish service, shall be treat- 
ed with respect, and ibune who resolve to go to 
the Peninsula «haM 
be allowed to wear iheir 


marks of distinction and ewe.da 5 but those who 
prefer to remain in America shall hot be allow- 
ed to wear nniform after thirty days from the 
surrender of the post. 


4—The governor of Callao shall give a list 


ef all the individuals«t present in the fortresses, 
who shall freely take away their properties} 
and as regards the good» which have been con- 
demned or confiscated by order of the Protec- 
tor of Peru, their disposal is left to bis genero- 
sity. 


5 —The opininns and services of individos's 


residing within Callao, in ftmr of iheirrespec- 
tive 
government', shall be forgotten, and lha 


competent authority tball furnish the.c persons 
with certificates of guarantee against any future 
accu«atian,they being bound to respect the lawa 
and public decrees whilst they re«'de within the 
jurisdiction nf the government t.f Peru. 


6 -All 
vessels anrhnred in the principal 


roadsted of C.llao shall remain the property of 
their actual owners; who -hail be allowed 
lo 


fit tbem nut and clear them for the ports o>f 
the P«nin-ula or New Spain ; and government 
shall tffird them the aid allowed by fiiendly 
nation», and tbeeurreapnnding permissions aad 
passports fvtr their first voyage in ballast, alt» 
permitting, them lo tak* away from the maga- 
zines of Real Felipe such naval articles as ap- 
pertain to «aid vcsels eochored in Callao, the 
property being always proved to ibe satisfaction 
of government.

9.— Tbc government of Lima tball fnrnisb 


convenient transport» to the individuals in tbe 
fonresiei of Callao on their own account and 


"hall order a convoy to protect their goods aad 
persons. 


10—The officers, and fifty six soldier», whet 


remained in Callao to guaid the equipages of 
the Spanish army, are comprehended in tbe fa- 
vor granted by the government of Peru lo those 
of rhe same rank in article 2d. 
If.—The prisoner, on both aides «ball be ex- 


changed, rank for rank, and man fnr man. 


12 -On ibe 2ht inst. at 10 in the morning, 


the post of Callao shall be evacuated by the 
«arrison and private individuals in it, and the 
fortresses shall be deliveied op under an inven- 
tory, to an officer named by the Ftotector of 
Pera. 


13.—Every question that may arise in ihe in- 


trrpr-tation of these article» of capitulation

frigate came np with, and took all three of tbem 
tinder ber care, and after putting on board tbe 
Columbian privateer, one of the supercargoes 
of the John Carl, otdered her and the pirate for 
Martinique. 
The Bremen ship, on ber arrival 


at Port au-Frince, underwent an examination 
before the proper authority aod was immediate 
ly released.

The decree of 
restitution was founded not on the ground that 
(bete was " no cause of capture," but that there 
was no sufficient cause of stnding in the ship 
for adjudication. 
The learned judge intimat- 


ed bis present impression that tbe claim of da- 
mages should be allowed, bet said that if there 
should appear to be reason on further conside- 
ration lo take a different view of that question, 
"o that the captain could be beld justly exempt- 
ed from any portion of the damage» reported, 
tbe final decree could be rendered accordingly 
wben tbe report should be made.
